ULowell  Chiefs  steal  ball  and  title  from  Alaska-Anchorage

Leo  Parent,  dubbed  “the  miss¬ 
ing  link”  in  ULowell’s  game 
plan,  scored  22  points  and  made 
an  extremely  clutch  steal  to  seal 
the  Division  II  championship 
game  for  the  Chiefs.  Parent  said 
of  his  “Havlicek-type”  play  with 
just  21  seconds  left  in  the  game: 
“I  saw  the  screen  coming.  I  heard 
the  call.  I  saw  the  pass.  I  went  for 
it.  I  could  see  the  pass  was  going 
to  be  short.” 

Parent,  who  will  be  returning 
next  year  because  his  transfer 
from  Manhattan  College  gives 


him  one  year  of  eligibility,  burn¬ 
ed  Alaska-Anchorage’ s  defense, 
going  7  for  9  from  the  floor  in  the 
opening  period.  He  added  eight 
first-half  rebounds,  showing  how 
dominant  a  center  he  truly  is. 

Former  high  school  teammate 
Bobby  Licare  tossed  in  a  total  of 
fifteen  points  after  faltering  ear¬ 
ly  on.  “I  struggled  in  the  first 
half,”  said  the  5-1 1  guard,  “try¬ 
ing  to  get  into  the  flow  of  the 
game.” 

The  Chiefs,  initially  ranked 
20th  in  the  nation  and  working 
better  later  in  the  season,  struggl¬ 
ed  to  the  point  beating  top-ranked 


Florida-Southern  (who,  inciden¬ 
tally,  won  the  consolation  game 
over  Troy  State,  94-84)  in  the 
semi-finals  and  fifth-ranked  New 
Haven  twice  during  the  regular 
season.  It  took  174  practices  to 
get  to  the  final  game,  in  this  the 
first  time  ever  that  ULowell  has 
reached  the  NCAA  Tournament. 

When  asked  if  the  game  versus 
Alabama  A&M  was  tough, 
Director  of  Athletic  Training  Bob 
Worden  stated,  “There  were  no 
easy  games.” 

Worden  went  on  to  say  about 
the  tournament  MVP,  “Parent 
picked  off  the  pass  that  sealed  [the 


game.]  Parent  is  the  best  [college 
basketball]  player  in  the  coun¬ 
try.” 

At  Tuesday’s  “pep  rally,” 
Athletic  Director  Dr.  Wayne  Ed¬ 
wards,  Coach  Doucette,  Mayor 
Kennedy  of  Lowell,  and  the  team 
tri-captains  (Licare,  King,  and 
Parent)  all  gave  brief  speeches  of 
pride  and  thanks.  More  impor¬ 
tantly,  though,  was  the  fact  that 
the  students  were  there  to  show 
their  support  for  the  National 
Champion  Chiefs.  For  a  school 
with  little  student  participation, 
the  response  was  termed  “wild,” 
and  was  one  of  the  largest  turn¬ 


outs  in  recent  years.

Abstinence  isn’t  always 
best 

Athletes  who  abstain  from 
sexual  intercourse  before  com¬ 
petition  because  they  think 
they’ll  play  better  may  be  fool¬ 
ing  themselves. 

“The  notion  that  sexual  in¬ 
tercourse  diminishes  athletic 
performance  is  a  myth,”  said 
Dr.  Loren  Cordain,  who 
directed  a  study  of  college 
athletes  at  Colorado  State 
University  (CSU). 

Of  20  to  35  male,  married  in¬ 
tramural  athletes  agaility, 
anerobic  power,  reaction  and 
endurance  was  the  same  after 
intercourse  as  they  were  after 
5  days  of  abstinence. 

“If  intercourse  didn’t  affect 
the  performance  of  these  sub¬ 
jects,  it  probably  doesn’t  affect 
other  athletes,”  mused  Cor¬ 
dain.  “No  reason  exists  for 
boxers,  football  players  or  any 
other  athletes  to  abstain  from 
sex  for  fear  of  affecting  their 
athletic  performance.”

Is  the  Boston  Church  of 
Christ(BCC),  which  has  a  chapter 
on  campus,  simply  a  group  of 
genial  individuals  who  study  the 
Bible  and  meditate  together  on 
their  Christian  Faith?  Or  is  it  a 
cult  that  preys  on  susceptible 
students  and  uses  the  Bible  as  a 
front?  Last  semester,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  On-Campus  Housing 
decided  to  investigate  this  con¬ 
troversial  organization. 

The  investigation  is  the  result 
of  several  RAs  from  Bourgeois 
and  other  dorms  bringing  com¬ 
plaints  from  residents  to  the 
Department  of  Campus  Life  last 
fall.  The  complaints  included 
reports  of  students  being  cor¬ 
nered,  repeatedly  pressured  to  at¬ 
tend  Bible  study  meetings,  and 
being  afraid  to  stay  at  their  dorms 
on  weekends.  The  troublemakers, 
students  said,  claimed  to  be  af¬ 
filiated  with  the  BCC. 

These  reports  were  brought  to 
the  attention  of  Larry  Siegel,  the 
Director  of  On-Campus  Housing. 
He  said  that  he  did  not  wish  to 
single  the  BCC  out  as  a  group, 
but  that  it  had  come  to  the 
forefront  as  a  result  of  the  com¬ 
plaints.  “Religious  solicitation  of 
any  kind  is  forbidden  in  residence 
halls,”  he  said,  although  he  cau¬ 
tioned  that  the  university  has  no 
concern  with  the  message  that  a 
religious  group  has  to  send.  The 
concern,  he  said,  is  with  the 
method  tactics  that  the  BCC  or 
an\  religious  group,  might  use  on

w  ho  w ere  coercing  students  into 
joining  the  BCC  and  refusing  to 
leave.  Siegel  called  it  “a  self- 
perpetuating  snowball  problem.” 
Many  of  the  so-called  BCC 
members,  he  said,  were  not  even 
students  at  ULowell. 

When  he  called  them  to  his  of¬ 
fice,  he  said,  they  were  very 
polite  and  respectful,  but  ex¬ 
tremely  persistent  and  often 
quoted  Bible  passages  to  justify 
their  behavior. 

Siegel’s  main  concern  is  the 
welfare  of  students  who  may  be 
approached  by  such  individuals. 
“In  a  University  this  size  there 
are  large  numbers  of  students 
who  are  very  susceptible  to 
organized  cults.” 

Commuter  students,  too,  have 
experienced  problems  with  BCC- 
affiliated  people  approaching 
them  in  class  and  in  the  lounges. 
One  student  told  of  a  girl  in  one 
of  her  classes  repeatedly  asking 
her  to  Bible  meetings  at  the 
church’s  headquarters  in  Boston. 
“She  kept  calling  me,”  the  stu¬ 
dent  said.  “The  funny  thing  was, 
my  boyfriend  went  to  one  of  their 
suppers,  and  so  the  girl  wanted  to 
know  why  I  didn’t  go  too.  I  told 
her  my  boyfriend  will  go  to 
anything  that  has  free  food.  ”  The 
bible-toting  girl  told  her  stories  of 


travelling  to  campuses  all  over  the 
country,  following  her  leader. 
Finally  the  student,  who  is 
Jewish,  agreed  to  go  to  a  meeting 
— if  the  girl  would  go  to  Temple 
with  her.  After  that,  she  said,  the 
girl  left  her  alone  and  began  call¬ 
ing  the  student’s  roommate. 

Does  this  mean  that  students 
should  be  wary  of  anyone  who 
mentions  the  Bible  or  a  Bible 
study  group?  Not  necessarily. 
Thomas  Trembley  and  Gregory 
White  are  co-leaders  of  a  BCC 
Bible  study  group  on  campus  in 
Leitch  Hall.  Trembley  said  that 
his  religious  group  neither 
distributes  pamphlets  nor  goes 
knocking  on  doors  of  resident 
halls,  and  that  people  come  to  his 
their  services  and  discussions 
primarily  through  word  of  mouth. 

“We  talk  about  the  Bible.  We 
look  at  Jesus’  life  and  how  that 
relates  to  our  own  life.”  He  said 
that  he  was  not  aware  of  in¬ 
dividuals  who  had  coerced  others 
to  join  his  group.  “Harrass- 
ment,”  he  stated,  “is  not  our  in¬ 
tention.” 

He  does  suggest,  however,  that

misunderstanding  can  result  from 
people  being  invited  to  such  a 
meeting  and  saying  “maybe  next 
week,”  instead  of  simply  “No,” 
in  order  to  avoid  a  conflict.  Then 
when  the  person  returns  next 
week  to  remind  them  of  the 
meeting,  the  student  may  feel  har¬ 
assed.  He  advises  anyone  who  is 
asked  by  any  group  and  does  not 
want  to  be  involved  to  just  polite¬ 
ly  refuse.  Trembley’s  own  ad¬ 
visor,  Grant  Henley,  had 
specifically  told  members  not  to 
use  repeated  pressure  to  get  in¬ 
dividuals  to  join. 

Rev.  Imogene  Stulken  of  the 
Protestant  Ministry  Center 
stresses  that  students  should  not 
confuse  “the  method  with  the 
methodology.”  She  also  has 
literature  available  to  students 
who  are  unsure  whether  an  in¬ 
dividual  who  has  approached 
them  is  sincere,  or  is  a  member 
of  a  cult  which  looks  for 
vulnerable  and  lonely  people. 
This  pamphlet  explains  what  to 
look  for  and  how  to  deal  with  cult 
members  asking  for  donations 
and/or  membership.

One-woman  show  plays  Monday 


An  existential  show  by  Samuel 
Beckett,  called  Happy  Days  and 
featuring  professional  actress  Il¬ 
ona  Ricardo,  can  be  seen  Mon¬ 
day,  April  11  at  1:00  p.m.  in  the 
O’Leary  Library  Media  Center. 

Winnie,  the  heroine  of  Happy 
Days ,  is  a  middle-aged  woman 
trapped  to  her  waist  in  a  mound 
of  sand.  Her  husband  Willie  lives 
in  a  hole  behind  the  mound.  He 
is  still  mobile  but,  in  contrast  to 
his  chatty  wife,  is  taciturn  and 
asleep  most  of  the  time. 

Winnie’s  problem  is  how  to  get 
through  her  days  (one  at  a  time), 


which  are  no  longer  measured  by 
the  course  of  the  sun  (the  old 
style)  but  by  a  bell  for  waking  and 
for  sleep.  She  muses  on  whatever 
comes  to  mind,  but  mainly  con¬ 
centrates  on  establishing  com¬ 
munication  with  her  unresponsive 
husband.  When  she  succeeds,  her 
day  becomes  one  of  the  “happy” 
ones  of  the  title.  For  while  isola¬ 
tion  (the  wilderness)  is 
unbearable,  communication 
means  love,  and  love  means  life. 

Although  the  play’s  external 
setting  is  not  realistic,  we  can 
sympathize  with  Winnie’s  plight 


because  we  are  all  “stuck”  in 
some  way  and  unable  to  move. 
Her  situation  boils  down  to  the 
basic  question  facing  us  all:  What 
do  we  do  with  our  lives  when  we 
are  reduced  to  the  bare  essentials? 
It  is  in  this  spirit  that  we  should 
approach  what  might  be  subtitled 
“One  Day  in  the  Life  of 
Winnie”. 


Actress  Ilona  Ricardo  began 
reciting  as  a  child  in  her  native 
Holland,  then  moved  on  to  reper¬ 
tory  theatre  in  England,  Scotland 
and  the  U.S.,  where  she  gave 
one-woman  shows  ,  sometimes 
combined,  with  dance,  guitar  or 
piano.  While  getting  a  doctorate 
in  French  literature,  she  gave  fre¬ 
quent  dramatic  readings  of 
French  plays.  She  is  active  in  the 
summer  concert  life  on  Cape  Cod 
and  is  now  touring  in  Beckett’s 
Happy  Days.  She  has  done  film 
narration  and  is  a  veteran  broad¬ 
caster.

Our  first  major 
project  will  be  a  fund  raiser  to 
provide  emergency  medical  care 
for  stray  dogs  who  would  normal¬ 
ly  be  destroyed. 

Did  you  know  that  if  an  injured 
stray  dog  (stray  is  defined  as  hav¬ 
ing  no  tags  or  identification)  is 
turned  in  to  the  Lowell  Humane 
Society  with  more  than  a  broken 
leg,  and  upon  the  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  examining 
veterinarian,  there  is  a  very  good 
chance  it  will  be  destoyed  im¬ 
mediately?  According  to  the 
society  this  is  because  they 
receive  only  $20  per  dog.  This 
means  that  there  is  no  time  for  an 
owner  to  locate  his  missing  pet; 
no  seven  to  ten  day  holding 
period.  It  means  that  if  your  dog 
is  tied  in  the  yard  and  slips  off  his 
collar  or  if  someone  steals  your 
dog  and  removes  its  collar,  the 
dog  is  branded  a  stray.  Because 
it  has  no  tags,  it  now  has  reduc¬ 
ed  rights.

When  Dukakis  announced  last  year  that  he  was  runn¬ 
ing  for  President,  Massachusetts’  first  reaction,  of  course, 
was  to  cheer  our  local  boy.  The  Mikes  of  America  even 
made  him  an  honorary  member,  saying  that  it  was  at  long 
last  time  for  a  Mike  in  the  White  House. 

But  who  really  believed  that,  one  year  later,  Dukakis, 
who  bumbled  on  taxes  and  foreign  policy  in  the 
Democratic  debates,  who  made  Paul  Simon  look  in¬ 
teresting,  would  be  the  front  runner  for  his  party?  Our 
Dukakis,  leaving  Gephardt,  Simon  and  even  spiffy  Gore 
in  obscurity? 

Dukakis’  one  rival,  Jesse  Jackson,  has  also  been 
nothing  less  than  a  shock  to  a  still  divided  party.  It  is  an 
embarrassment  that  in  1988,  Jackson’s  color  has  made 
him  a  scare  rather  than  simply  earning  him  praise  and 
respect  as  a  front  runner.  Those  who  are  scared  are  not 
the  Republicans.  They  are  right  in  Jackson’s  own  party. 

At  this  point  the  Democrats  could  learn  a  lesson  in  party 
unity  from  the  Republicans,  whose  losers  have  either  back 
Bush  or  stay  silent  about  him. 

Granted,  this  spirit  of  cooperation  did  not  evolve  over 
night,  and  eight  years  of  Republican  dominance  have  pro¬ 
ven  difficult  for  Democrats  to  rally  together  against  right 
wing  intimidation.  But  are  the  Democrats  really  willing  to 
use  that  now  as  their  excuse  for  party  disunity?  Is  that 
enough  for  them  to  hand  George  Bush  the  presidency?

After  Michigan  Dukakis 
even  congradulated  him.  Such  a  ticket  might  be  the  best 
resolve  for  these  two  candidates  and  the  best  challenge 
the  Democrats  could  pose  to  Bush.

It  could  be  your  pet 


Definition:  Pound  seizure  -  the 
practice  of  allowing  shelter  and 
pound  animals  to  be  used  for 
research  purposes. 

Support  is  needed  for  legisla¬ 
tion  that  is  now  before  Congress 
which  would  effectively  eliminate 
the  use  of  shelter  dogs  and  cats 
in  research.  The  legislation,  en¬ 
titled  The  Pet  Protection  Act 
stipulates  that  researchers  who 
use  shelter  animals  are  ineligible 
for  federal  funding. 

The  Pet  Protection  Act  in- 
.troduced  as  H.R.  278  by 
Representative  Robert  Mrazek  in 
the  House  of  Representatives  and 
as  S.  1457  by  Senator  Wendell 
Ford  in  the  Senate.  Both  Bills 
prohibit  pound  seizure  by  deny¬ 
ing  Federal  Funds  to  anyone  who 
obtains  or  uses  any  animals  ac¬ 
quired  directly  or  indirectly  from 
any  animal  shelter.  In  addition, 
the  bill  effectively  prevents  the 
stealing  of  pets  for  use  in  research 
by  stipulating  that  federally  fund¬ 
ed  researchers  may  not  acquire 
any  animal  from  “individuals 
who  have  not  bred  and  raised 
such  animals  on  their  own 
premises.”  Passage  of  the  Pet 
Protection  Act  would  spell  an  end 
to  the  unnecessary  suffering  of  an 
estimated  150,000  pet  animals 
taken  from  shelters  each  year  for 
use  in  questionable  research  ex¬ 
periments  and  unnecessary 
teaching  demonstrations. 

The  Pet  Protection  Act  will  not 
bring  a  halt  to  all  research  which 
uses  animals.  It  will  simply  pro¬ 
tect  our  pets. 

Pets  suffer  extreme 
psychological  distress  in  the  harsh 
laboratory  environment.  Dr. 
David  Fanfarillo,  a  former 
laboratory  researcher  who  work¬ 
ed  with  shelter  animals  stated  that 
“Some  dogs  made  themselves 
sick  with  worry  and  had  to  be 
destroyed.  Others  were  so  well 


resources  that  can  easily  be  ex¬ 
ploited,  it  has  no  incentive  to 
utilize  more  appropriate  research 
alternatives.  Now  is  our  chance 
to  speak  up  in  behelf  of  our  pets 
and  demand  that  Congress  enact 
the  Pet  Protection  Act.  Write 
your  Senators  and  Represen¬ 
tatives.

Interview  structure 


This  article  discusses  the  JOB  INTER¬ 
VIEW,  undoubtedly  one  of  the  most 
critical  parts  of  your  job  search. 

The  job  interview  is  structured  so  that 
the  greatest  exchange  of  information  can 
take  place  in  the  least  amount  of  time, 
usually  20  or  30  minutes.  It  consists  of  four 
distinct  parts:  THE  INTRODUCTION, 
BACKGROUND,  DISCUSSION  AND 
CLOSE.  In  all  cases  the  key  to  a  successful 
interview  is  to  be  in  reality  what  you  ap¬ 
pear  to  be  -  yourself. 

Introduction 

The  interviewer  will  generally  set  the 
tone  with  small  talk  or  other  gestures  to 
establish  a  positive  atmosphere  and  put  you 
at  ease. .  .It  is  here  that  first  impressions  and 
primary  judgements  are  made  on  AP¬ 
PEARANCE,  MANNER,  EN¬ 
THUSIASM,  etc.  Your  evaluation  starts 
the  minute  you  enter.  The  way  you  look, 
shake  hands,  sit  and  talk,  all  play  a  major 
part  in  the  impression  you  make. 

Background 

The  interviewer,  using  questions  and 
answers,  begins  to  evaluate  your  qualifica¬ 
tions  and  suitability  for  employment  with 
the  company. .  .this  initial  judgement  of  you 
might  be  revised  or  confirmed. .  .the  inter¬ 
viewer  notes  HOW  YOU  HANDLE 
YOURSELF  and  seeks  to  evaluate  and 
measure  your  SELF-EXPRESSION, 
SELF-CONFIDENCE,  ABILITY  TO 
RELATE  TO  OTHERS,  MOTIVATION, 
INTEREST  SPAN,  PERSONAL 
VALUES  and  tries  to  determine  if  your 
CAREER  AMBITIONS  are  balanced  with 
your  extracurricular  activities.  A  student 
who  has  not  participated  in  any  sort  of 
work  experience,  volunteer  or  communi¬ 
ty  services  program  or  campus  activities 
might  find  it  difficult  to  convince  the  in¬ 
terviewer  that  he  or  she  has  that  extra  drive 
the  company  is  seeking. 

A  good  self-assessment  can  make  you 
more  articulate  and  help  you  direct  your 
thinking  in  responding  to  background 


questions.  You  will  find  that  knowing 
yourself  will  be  of  great  assistance  in  be¬ 
ing  yourself. 

A  point  to  remember... employers  are 
looking  for  WELL-ADJUSTED  men  and 
women  who  are  SELF-STARTERS, 
SELF-MOTIVATORS  and  NOT 
AFRAID  TO  WORK. 

Discussion 

It  is  here  that  the  interviewer  will  start 
helping  you  match  career  goals  with 
organizational  opportunities. .  .and  give  you 
the  opportunity  to  ask  questions  and  to  sell 
yourself. 

Make  sure  you  read  the  company 
literature  (you  must  have  some  knowledge 
of  the  company  to  discuss  it  intelligently). 
Failure  to  do  your  homework  before  an  in¬ 
terview  can  cause  you  to  forfeit  your  job 
prospects  with  the  company. 

Be  prepared  to  discuss  such  things  as  job 
responsibilities  in  your  area  of  in¬ 
terest.  .  .other  activities  that  attracted  your 
attention  in  the  literature. .  .company  opera¬ 
tions  and  policies... geographical 
preference  in  relation  to  those  locations 
where  the  company  functions,  etc. .  .Allow 
the  interviewer  to  initiate  discussion  of 
salary,  if  he  deems  it  appropriate. 

The  DISCUSSION  is  the  critical  part  of 
an  interview.  The  interviewer  is  trying  to 
determine  your  qualifications  and  to  match 
these  with  particular  job  openings... Con¬ 
sequently,  know  your  immediate  and  long- 
range  career  objectives  and  be  able  to  ex¬ 
press  them  in  a  clear  organized  fashion. 

Close 

At  this  point  the  interviewer  will  give 
you  the  information  needed  to  insure  a 
clear  understanding  of  the  employment 
procedures.  The  interviewer  may  limit  the 
remarks  to  an  explanation  of  when  to  ex¬ 
pect  to  hear  from  the  company. .  .make  ar¬ 
rangements  for  testing... give  you  an 
application. .  .arrange  for  a  further  meeting 
while  the  recruiter  is  on  campus. .  .or  sug¬ 
gest  a  company  visit.

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Who’s  Buried  in  Jesus 


Who’s  Buried  in  Jesus  Tomb 

It  probably  comes  as  no  sur¬ 
prise  to  you  that  this  week  we’re 
talking  about  the  resurrection  of 
Jesus.  After  all  this  is  Holy 
Week,  die  week  that  is  probably 
the  most  sacred  of  all  the  weeks 
on  the  church  calendar.  The 
resurrection  sen  es  as  the  founda¬ 
tion  of  the  Christian  faith. 
Without  it,-  if  it  is  just  another 
tale  spun  in  the  emotion  of  the 
moment,  then  our  faith  is  dead. 
It  is  nothing  more  than  a  museum 
piece— a  wishful  thought,  that  is 
hardly  worth  getting  excited 
about. 

But  the  resurrection  is  worth 
getting  excited  about,  because  of 
all  the  claims  the  Bible  makes 
about  Jesus  this  is  the  easiest  to 
validate.  The  evidence  seems  to 
point  irrefutably  to  the  fact  that 
Jesus  literally  rose  from  the  dead 
as  the  Bible  says.  Here  are  the 
facts  with  which  we  must  deal. 
First  is  the  nature  of  Roman 
crucifixion.  It  is  a  particular  long 
and  torturous  ordeal.  Second  is 
the  custom  of  burial.  Jeus  would 
have  been  wrapped  is  several 
layers  of  cloth  and  spices,  plac¬ 
ed  in  a  cave-like  tomb  which  was 
sealed  with  a  heavy  boulder. 
Third  is  the  host  of  witnesses  who 


are  reported  to  have  seen  him, 
alive  after  his  death.  And  fourth 
is  the  the  behaviour  of  his 
followers. 

In  all  likelihood,  Jesus  actual¬ 
ly  died  on  the  cross.  But  even  if 
he  had  survived  his  torturous 
ordeal  and  revived  in  the  cool 
tomb  he  certainly  would  have 
been  in  no  condition  to  break  out 
his  tomb.  As  German  critic  David 
Strauss  says,  “It  is  impossible 
that  One  who  had  just  come  forth 
from  the  grave,  half  dead,  who 
crept  about  weak  and  ill,  who 
stood  in  the  need  of  medical  treat¬ 
ment,  of  bandaging,  strengthen¬ 
ing,  and  tender  care,  and  who  at 
last  succumbed  to  suffering, 
could  ever  have  given  the 
disciples  the  impression  that  He 
was  a  conqueror  over  death  and 
the  grave;  that  He  was  the  Prince 
of  Life.” 

It  is  unlikely  also,  that  the 
disciples  stole  the  body,  because 
they  were  people  who  willingly 
went  to  their  death  for  their  faith. 
No  one,  that  I  know  of,  gives  his 
life  for  something  he  knows  is  a 
lie.  If,  they  had  stolen  the  body, 
why  didn’t  just  one  of  them  make 
a  last  minute  confession  and  put 
the  whole  rumour  to  rest,  once 
and  for  all.

It  also  seems  unlikely,  that  the 
disciples  hallucinated  and  imagin¬ 
ed  seeing  Jesus  alived.  There  are 
just  too  many  witnesses.  Both 
bibical  and  secular  sources  both 
record  that  people  saw  Jesus. 
Sometimes,  the  record  says  there 
were  several  hundred  people  who 
claim  to  have  seen  him  at  the 
same  time.  If  this  explanation  is 
true,  then  all  of  these  people 
would  have  had  to  hallucinate  the 
same  thing  at  the  same  time. 

It  seems,  then  that  the  best  ex¬ 
planation  is  the  one  that  is  found 
in  the  Bible.  That  Jesus  really  did 
rise  from  the  dead.  But  what  does 
the  fact  of  the  resurrection  mean 
to  you?  How  has  it  changed  your 
life.  Or  is  this  week  just  another 
ritual-a  meaningless  tradition 
that  comes  around  once  a  year. 
Carefully  consider  the  events  of 
this  week  and  their  meaning  to 
you.
